EUROPE: 
Aid Russ 


With Allied troops in Great Brit- 
ain poised for the jump Into western 
Europe, U. S, bombers took to the 
air to blast the Balkans in conjunc- 
tion with the Russian armies’ ad- 
vance into Rumania, 

In the English Isles, an electrical 
tenseness was reported as Gen, 
Dwight D, Hisenhower's high com- 
mand was said to have set the zero 
hour, and Allied planes continued to 
roar over the channel to blast Nazi 
defenses and industries in France 
and Germany. 


As the Russians edged toward the 
vital Rumanian oil flelds of Ploesti, 
U. S. bombers thundered over the 
city from the south to blast railway 
tank cars filled for the long haul to 
western Europe. U.S. bombers also 
dropped explosives on aircraft fac- 
tories and railroad yards of the Hun- 
garian capital of Budapest. 

In Italy, heavy artillery bombard- 
ments punctuated bitter ground 
sparring below Rome at Anzio and 
Cassino. 


Psychological War 


Leaving no stone unturned, the Al- 
lies have been showering Axis Eu- 
rope with propaganda leaflets as well 
as bombs in an effort to undermine 
German morale and encourage un- 
derground resistance in occupied 
countries, 


Flashy leaflets have told the Ger- 
mans that their surrender during 
the last war left most of their in- 
dustries intact, while continued re- 
sistance in this war will only result 
in the complete demolition of their 
factories. Other leaflets have con- 
demned Nazi officials for failing to 
provide for evacuation of the civil- 
ian population from bombed areas, 

Small newspapers dropped in 
France have informed the people of 
guerrilla activity, and of the Allied 
objectives in bombing Nazi targets 
in the country, while similar publi- 
cations dumped over Holland have 
pointed up America’s war effort and 
the heavy assaults on Berlin. 


AGRICULTURE: 


Egg Supports 


To bolster sagging egg markets, 
War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones told a group 
of mid-western sen- 
ators led by Sena- 
tor Wherry (Neb.), 
that WFA planned 
to support prices by 
purchases of from 
27 to 32 cents per 
dozen in distressed 
areas where han- 
dlers paid produc- 
ers a minimum of 
26 cents a dozen. 

Declaring that the 
WIA’s biggest problem was disposal 
of the eggs, Jones called upon the 
congressmen to support legislation 
for sale of perishable commodities 
below parity levels. At present, per- 
ishables cannot be sold at such 
prices until they evidence detriora- 
tion, with the result that rot often 
sets in, Jones said. If the civilian 
population would eat one more egg 
per week per person, the surplus 
egg problem would be largely 
solved, Jones added. 


Although adquate storage space 
has been found for frozen eggs, 
Jones said, production has been in- 
fluenced by manpower problems, 
Wherever possible, the government 
has increased its contracts for the 
product, he said. 


Canadian Oats 


Seeking to relieve the tight feed 
situation, the War Food administra- 
tion has arranged for the importa- 
tion of 20,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
oats by May 15 via rail and the 
Great Lakes, i 


Under the plan, U. S. railroads 
would immediately send 75 cars daily 
into the Canadian interior for the 
grain, with 25 more to be sent later, 
if domestic needs for the cars are 
not pressing. The rails would carry 
the oats to Duluth, whence they 
would be routed to Chicago and To- 
ledo by boat. From 15 to 20 days 
generally would be required for the 
round trip, officials estimated, 


Because competitive bidding be- 
tween the two cities would bring 
Canadian grain above the U. S. price 
ceiling, the Commodity Credit cor- 
poration might purchase the oats 
directly from Canada for resale at 
lower prices in the U. S.

BUTANE FOR AUTOS: A Los An- 
geles man charged with installing 
equipment in automobiles to permit 
them to use unrationed butane gas 
instead of gasoline, has been indict- 
ed by the grand jury. Butane is a 
material in the production of syn- 
thetic rubber. Some equipment was 
sold for as high as $1,000. At least 
40 persons have bought the outfits, 
it is alleged,

GOP: 
Willkie Quits 

Stormy petrel of the Republican 
party since 1940, big, blustery Wen- 
dell Willkie withdrew his bid for 
leadership of the GOP, while New 
York's Gov, Thomas E, Dewey was 
assuming the position through a pop- 
ular draft. 

Willkie’s sudden demise and Dew- 
ey’s ascension were occasioned by 
progressive Wisconsin's elections for 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention in Chicago, June 26, Al- 
though Willkie actively campaigned 
through the state, he failed to win 
even one delegate, while Dewey, who 
had asked that his name be with- 
drawn from the election, won 18, 


Since Wisconsin has long been not- 
ed for its liberalism, Willkie delib- 
erately selected it as the grounds 
for a test of Republican sentiment, 
basing his bid for delegates on a 
program for heavier war sacrifices 
and extensive U. S. cooperation in 
world affairs, 


DRAFT: 
26-29 Next 


Both sclective service and con- 
gress struggled over the problem of 
supplying the military services with 
younger men and maintaining rec- 
ord war production, with continued 
emphasis on shifting 4-Fs in unim- 
portant work to essential occupa- 
tions, 

Referring to the decision to only 
defer key industrial and agricultural 
workers in the 18 to 25 age group, 
Draft Director Lewis B. Hershey de- 
clared that the same policy would 
next be extended to the 26 to 29 
class. 

In seeking to channel 4-Fs into 
necessary work, the house military 
affairs committee called upon selec- 
tive service to obtain a list of essen- 
tial occupations and manpower short- 
age areas for use in guiding the 
employment of 4F's, who would face 
induction into a labor battalion if 
failing to take vital jobs. 


State Inductions 


With 1,265,000 men, New York is 
scheduled to lead the states in the 
number of soldiers and sailors to be 
inducted by July 1, with Pennsylva- 
nia with 904,000, and Illinois with 
700,000, ranking second and third. 

Other states with high totals in- 
clude California with 667,000; Ohio 
with 610,000; Texas with 554,000, and |- 
Michigan with 452,000. 


Nevada with 11,000 is scheduled 
to contribute the smallest amount of 
men, with Wyoming and Delaware 
with 23,000, the next lowest. 


PACIFIC: 
Eye Stilwell 


While U. S. bombers continued to 
pummel Jap defense outposts in the 
Pacific, British troops strived des- 
perately to check the enemy’s stub- 
born advance toward the American 
operated Bengal-Assam railroad, 80 
miles within India. 


Working over the whole Jap out- 
post system in the Pacific, navy: fil- 
ers pounded the enemy’s storage and 
defense installations on Truk in the 
Carolines, while army airmen re- 
peated heavy attacks on the Nips’ 
supply base of Hollandia in New 
Guinea, feeder point for barges op- 
erating along the coastline. 

Seeking to cut the Assam-Bengal 
railway feeding Lieut. Gen. Joseph 
Stilwell’s U. S.-Chinese troops fight- 
ing to carve out a new supply road 
to China in northern Burma, the 
Jap attack in India was concentrat- 
ed in the rugged hills above Imphal.

SOUTH AMERICA: 
‘Money to Burn’ 

South America’s huge accumula 
tion of gold and foreign exchange, 
of which dollars form the greatest 
part, looms as another factor in the 
promotion of economic activity in 
the postwar world, 

Because South American countries 
have been sending the U. S, and 
other nations more goods than they 
have able to buy back, the 
U, S. department of commerce re- 
ported they have built up a cash 
balance of over 2 billion dollars, 
which will be available for foreign 
trade when warring powers return 
to civilian production, 

In 1943, the department reported, 
the U. S, bought $1,300,000,000 worth 
of goods in South America, while 
selling only approximately $800,000,- 
000, thus leaving the Latin countries 
with a cash balance of nearly $500,- 
000,000,

Costing $20,000,000, 21 new penicil- 
lin plants in the U. S, and Canada 
soon will go into the production of 
sufficient quantities of the magic 
drug to meet the needs of 250,000 
severe cases and 2,500,000 milder 
ones of the armed forces, 

Despite the increase in production, 
penicillin only will be available to 
civilians who cannot be treated with 
the sulfa drugs. 

New methods have been developed 
for making penicillin and costs have 
dropped 84 per cent within a year, 
but because the drug is derived from 
a mold which still must be grown 
and only small quantities can be re- 
fined at a time, demands continue 
to surpass supplies, 


GREAT BRITAIN: 


Act Against Strikes 


Plagued by strikes which resulted 
in a loss of 1,000,000 working days in 
March, the British government draft- 
ed an order under which incitement 
of labor unrest would be a criminal 
offense. 

Even as the government consid- 
ered drastic action, 70,000 miners in 
Yorkshire remained idle over deduc- 
tions from their wages for coal for 
their homes, and over 20,000 ship- 
yard workers were on strike in Bel- 
fast in protest of the jailing of air- 
craft shop stewards for participating 
in unauthorized walkouts. 

While the government moved to 
check the strike wave, the Trades 
Union Congress warned British la- 
bor that continuance of work stop- 
pages would imperil an Allied vic- 
tory.

ITALY: 


Political Unanimity 

Liberated Italy's six anti-Fascist 
parties were prepared to participate 
in a new government when King 
Victor Emmanuel abided by his re- 
ported decision of retiring as actual 
ruler and designating his son, Prince 
Humbert, as his lieutenant to repre- 
sent his interests. 

In settling this knotty problem of 
at least temporarily preserving the 
institution of the monarchy while 
still satisfying the demands of the 
anti-Fascists that the king get out, 
the king's advisors fell back on an 
old precedent in Italian history, 

Although the Communists who are 
reportedly vying for control of the 
defense and police ministries in any 
new Italian government, recently de- 
clared their intention of cooperat- 
ing with the king, other anti-Fascist 
elements held fast to their conten- 
tion that his removal was requisite 
to the establishment of a strong 
democratic administration in the 
state, 


U. S. TREASURY: 


Record Receipts 


Boosted by receipts of,$5,161,000,000 
for quarterly income tax payments, 
the treasury collected $6,573,000,000 
in March, but expenditures also 
were at a record level of $8,525,- 
000,000, leaving a deficit of $1,952,- 
000,000, x 

Of the heavy expenditures in 
March, $7,726,000,000 went directly 


for war activities, topping the 
November, 1943, peak of $7,541,- 
000,000. 


During March, $268,000,000 in war 
bonds was redeemed, representing 
38 per cent of the month’s sale of 
$708,000,000, 

Plans for the Fifth War Loan drive 
to get under way June 12 call for a 
goal of $16,000,000,000, about $730,- 
000,000 less than was actually raised 
during the Fourth campaign. Of the 
total, individuals will be asked to 
purchase $6,000,000,000 worth of 
bonds, more than they bought dur- 
ing the last drive. 


TRAIN BANDITS 


In shades of Mexico's more turbu- 
lent days of three decades ago, Mex- 
ican highwaymen have gone back 
into business, concentrating on 
trains bringing back native laborers 
enriched with hard earned wages 
from six months of agricultral work 
in the U. S.

PAUL WINS RECOGNITION FOR 
GENTILE CHRISTIANS 


LESSON TEXT: Acts 15:23b-20; Ga- 
Jatians 2:1, 2, 9, 10, 20, 21, 

GOLDEN TEXT: Being therefore justi. 
fled by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,--Romans 
5:1, 


Problems and differences of opin- 
fon need not be harmful if they 
are properly met and honestly set- 
tled. In the church at Antioch a 
question had arisen which had to 
be answered, authoritatively, and 
once for all. 

The early converts of the church 
were naturally from among the 
Jews, and they carried with them 
into their new-found faith the tra- 
ditions of their religion. Some of 
them did not recognize that the sal- 
vation they had in Christ was en- 
tirely by grace apart from any 
works of the law. They not only 
felt that they must observe the law, 
but insisted that the Gentile believ- 
ers must also fulfill the Jewish rite 
of circumcision, This promptly 
raised the question whether Christ 
alone could save, or if men were 
saved by grace plus works. 

To settle this matter, Paul and 
Barnabas went up to the church at 
Jerusalem, and there a great coun- 
cil discussed it freely, and came to 
a decision which was then trans- 
mitted by letter and a committee. 
We find— 

I, Fundamental Principle Estab- 
lished—Salvation by Grace (Acts 15: 
23b-29), 

The believers at Antioch were to 
abstain from those things which 
would hinder their spiritual prog- 
ress and harm their testimony. That 
was important and right, but it must 
not be allowed to confuse them re- 
garding the basis of their salvation. 
They were not saved by works, no, 
not even by the most commendable 

Salvation is by grace, through 
faith, not of works, lest any man 
should boast (Eph, 2:8, 9), That 
principle, which is absolutely foun- 
dational in all Christian thinking, 
was established then, and is valid 
and blessedly true for all time. 

Is it not strange, then, that all 
through the church’s history there 
has been a determined effort on 
the part of some in the church to 
add something to God's redeeming 
grace as a ground for salvation? 
One would think that all the peoples 
of the world would rejoice in such 
a gloriously simple and altogether 
divine redemption. 

It is well worth our attention to 
observe how the matter was han- 
dled. Observe the plain rebuke giv- 
en to the teachers of error in verse 
24. It is no light matter to trouble 
and mislead the souls of men, by 
injecting our worldly wisdom or our 
opinions, when we should be teach- 
ing the truth of God’s Word. 

Note that there was fine courtesy 
in sending the message to the 
church at Antioch by messengers 
who were men of distinction and 
great spiritual courage. It was not 
a case of abruptly telling this new 
church what to do, and end it there, 
but of using this trying situation as 
a means of drawing the churches 
together in fellowship and mutual 
faith. 

II, Sound Practice Observed— 
Walking by Faith (Gal, 2:1, 2, 9, 10, 
20, 21). 

The life of grace is not just some- 
thing to be written or talked about, 
or to glory in, although it is all of 
these. It is to show forth in the 
daily walk of the Christian, 

Paul in Galatians 2 tells of his 
experience in Jerusalem, of his 
meeting and discussion with the 
brethren, It was all of vital impor- 
tance to him and to the cause of 
Christ, but it is not the record of an 
academic argument, or the vaunt- 
ing of a personal victory which he 
presents. 

He rises to the high point of Chris- 
tian experience, the realization of 
the fact that a believer has died to 
self. He is crucified with Christ— 
and yet he lives, 

Yes, he lives in a newness of life 
which is not his own, but Christ liv- 
ing in him. There is the secret of 
real Christian living—a complete ac- 
ceptance of all that Christ is, in and 
for the believer, 

This truth is at once deeply spir- 
itual and completely practical. 
Again we say, it is not something 
about which one theorizes. It is an 
actuality—something which Chris- 
tians can and do live out in daily 
experience, It is ‘the life which I 
now live’ of which Paul speaks, 
and that is by “‘the faith of the Son 
of God,’ who loved us and gave 
Himself for us, 

To fail to receive and appropriate 
this grace by seeking to be made 
righteous through the deeds of the 
law is to deny the need of the death 
of Christ, in fact, to make it a vain 
thing. 

Some may feel that all this is too 
deeply theological for them, but it 
really is not, for God does not expect 
us to explain it,, but only to accept 
it. This is His work, and it is in- 
deed wonderful in our sight (Ps. 
139:6), but not too wonderful to re- 
ceive by faith, to rest and rejoice 
in, and to declare to others,

With their backs against the rug- 
ged slopes of the Naga hills in cen- 
tral India, British and Indian troops 
fought desperately against per- 
sistent Japanese attempts to cut off 
their supply lines and entrap them 
in a huge pocket, 

While the British and Indians 
were locked in their death struggle, 
U. S. bombers operated over a wide 
range in the Pacific, blasting Japa- 
nese installations in the Kurile 
islands, strung out to the north of 
Nippon, and plastering enemy 
bases on New Guinea, as part of the 
grand strategy to wipe out their 
strongholds on this flank of the Phil- 
ippines.

INDUSTRY: 


Postwar Reserves 


Looking forward toward the prob- 
lems of postwar readjustment, 
U. S. industry has set aside hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars out of 
profits for switching back to civilian 
production, rebuilding plants or pro- 
viding lay-off payments to workers 
during the period of change. 

To meet the emergency, United 
States Steel company has estab- 
lished a nest egg of $104,153,557; 
General Motors, $76,051,805; Gen- 
eral Electric, $73,562,337; BE. I. Du 
Pont, $31,613,430; Sears, Roebuck, 
$28,500,000; United Aircraft, $28,004,- 
464; International Harvester, $20,- 
000,000; Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
company, $15,462,912; Borden com- 
pany, $11,305,185; National Dairy 
Products, $10,000,000, and General 
Foods, $4,492,712. 


Since such reserves cannot be 
taken out of income before taxes 
like deductions for depreéiation, 
debt retirement and depletion, they 
must be put aside out of industry's 
profits, 


Economic Protection 


To prevent a repetition of the 
widespread bankruptcies and fore- 
closures which fol- 
lowed World War I, 
the Commodity 
Credit corporation 
is empowered to 
make loans at 90 
per cent of parity 
on basic crops for @ 
two years after the 
end of hostilities, 
War Mobilization 
Director James F. 
Byrnes declared. 

While outlin- 
ing the protection for farmers, 
Byrnes also proposed to help labor 
laid off from slackening war indus- 
tries, through a system of federal 
unemployment benefits to be paid in 
addition to regular state payments. 
To relieve the problem of future un- 
employment, Byrnes suggested that 
workers be shifted from lagging war 
plants to busier ones now while jobs 
were available. 


Byrnes advocated legislation for 
quick settlement of cancelled war 
contracts to aid industry in the re- 
conversion to civilian production, 
and he also called for congressional 
action to facilitate the orderly dis- 
posal of surplus war goods without 
disruption of regular markets.

Warn Neutrals 


Having suspended oil shipments 
to Spain and announced restriction 
of steamship service to Ireland, 
Great Britain and the U. S, next de- 
manded termination of Sweden's 
ball-bearing trade with Germany in 
a determined campaign to halt the 
neutral countries’ commerce with 
Axis Europe. 

At the same time, it was an- 
nounced that the Allies would look 
into Turkey’s increased chrome 
shipments to Germany during the 
last three months, with a view to- 
ward limiting the traffic through a 
curtailment of our own trade with 
the Turks, whose lend-lease aid 
already has been cut down. 

In hearing the Allies’ demands, 
the Swedes said they were in no 
position to comply without breaking 
their formal agreement with Ger- 
many, which, they said, the Al- 
lies approved last September, Al- 
though there was objection to the 
ball-bearing shipments, Sweden’s 
iron ore deliveries to the Nazis were 
not emphasized. 


WOOL: 
Big Stocks 


With an all-high stock of foreign 
and U. S. wool, the Commodity 
Credit corporation was directed to 
go into the market to support the 
1944 domestic clip estimated at 
450,000,000 pounds. 

Whereas U. §, stocks stand at rec- 
ord levels today, there were pros- 
pects of serious shortages when the 
Japs launched their South Pacific 
drive, threatening the Australian 
and New Zealand producing areas, 
Approximately 400,000,000 pounds of 
foreign wool is now owned by this 
country, with the Da@reise Supplies 
corporation holding™830,000,000 
pounds and dealers and manufac- 
turers the rest. At the same time, 
550,000,000 pounds, is being held in 
this country for British account. 


Because the U. §S. clip sells about 
18 cents a pound above foreign wool, 
the CCC has encountered difficulty 
disposing of the domestic stock, al- 
though the army now specifies its 
use in purchases and about 10 per 
cent of navy orders are expected to 
call for it. 


MIDGET FURNACE: A tiny fur- 
nace, weighing only 21 pounds, may 
be sufficient to heat a 20-room 
house, if a new type of heating unit 
now used only in military aircraft 
can be applied to homes. The little 
furnaces would be only about the 
size of a waste basket and would 
cost about $50. Demonstration mod- 
els have given encouraging results 
it was said. 


WHEAT: 
Good Prospects 

Because of improved prospects as 
o result of a recent rainfall, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
predicted a winter wheat crop of 
601,759,000 bushels for 1944, 72,153,- 
000 more than 1943 production, 

Based on official returns, the 
domestic supplies of wheat for 
1944-'45 were estimated at 1,180,000, 
000 bushels, compared with last 
year’s 1,440,000,000 bushels.

Operating in the South Pacifie in 
a Lightning fighter with the portrait 
of his fiance, Marjorie Vattendahl 
of Superior, Wis., painted on the 
nose, Captain Bong was credited 
with destroying his 27th enemy craft 
in the air on April 12, 

Previously, Captain Gentile had 
been credited with bagging 30 
enemy planes in Europe, but seven 
of them were shot up on the ground.

FDR, Dewey Lead 


With the Democratic and Repub- 
lican conventions still two months 
off, the candidagies of President 
Roosevelt and Gov. Thomas HE. 
Dewey, N. Y., have picked up steam 
as a result of the popular favor 
shown them in the selection of 
nominating delegates. 


As of April 12, 46 delegates were 
openly pledged for the President and 
157 others claimed for him, for a 
total of 203 out of 236 already picked, 
At the same date, 25 delegates stood 
pledged to Dewey and 123 others 
were claimed for him, for a total 
of 148 out of 356 selected. 


While the President polled a large 
vote in the Nebraska preferential 
primary, big highlight was the 
heavy write-in vote Dewey obtained.

Plan Bigger Growth 


To provide for the heavy fighting 
ahead, congress was asked to pass 
a naval appropriations bill of 
$32,647,000,000 for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 

By July of 1945, the navy will have 
10,244 self-propelled ships, 74,925 
other craft, including landing ves- 
sels, and 37,735 airplanes. 


Also by July of 1945, naval per- 
sonnel is expected to reach 3,657,000 
officers and men, including women. 
Biggest planned expansion is for the 
marine corps to a total of 478,000, 


LABOR: 
Hit Power Politics 


Asserting that territorial and 
frontier problems of Europe should 
be settled by popular vote of the 
affected people, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor’s Vice President, 
Matthew Woll, assailed Soviet Rus- 
sia’s alleged alteration of the con- 
tinent in defiance of principles of the 
United Nations, 


Taking his place beside Woll, 
David Dubinsky, president of the 
AFL's International Garment Work- 
ers Union, deplored the development 
of policies designed to divide the 
world up into spheres of influences, 
in which the big nations would 
dominate militarily and politically. 

Decrying the proposal to compen- 
sate Poland for the loss of terri- 
tory to Russia by giving her part of 
eastern Germany, Dubinsky de- 
clared: “'. . . This means that Po- 
land, or what remains of her, will 
remain a center of bitter and con- 
stant struggle — arfootball for the 
powers,” 


BLACK MARKET GAS 


So extensive has the black market 
in gasoline become that it is im- 
perilling the whole civilian motor 
fuel program, Petroleum Adminis- 
trator Ickes warned. He said that 
more than 2,500,000 gallons a day 
is sold through illicit channels, with 
counterfeit coupons one of the most 
widely used means of evasion.

(COLARK was city editor on the Eve-
